HOUSE OF LORDS,.—Monpay, Dec. 20. 


The royal assent was given by commission to the Crime and Outrage ( Ireland)- 
the Public Works (Ireland), and the Railways, Bills.—The Marquis ofi Lanss 
DOWN, in reply to Lord MONTEAGLE, as to whether the poor-law commissioner. 
ín Ireland were treatíng the rates collected in the electoral divisions as a com 
mon fund for the relief of the poor, atated that he was not aware that such wa 
the case; the Act undoubtedly placed the burthen of the rate on the electoral di” 
visions, and no information of its contravention as suggested came within hi’ 
Knowledge.— Lord BROUGHAM intimated his intention, after the recess, of bring 
ing forward Bills authorising a digest of the criminal Jaw, and for the prevention 
of bribery and corruption at elections. ‘The Noble and Learned Lord also urged 
the necessity of the appointment of a punic 'rosecutor in criminal cases, and the 
establishment of a board for drawing Acts of Parliament.—The Marquis of LANS. 
DOWNE having moved the adjournment of the House until Thursc ay, the 3d of 
February, the Earl of RLLENBOROUGH took a review of what had been done by 
the Government since the assembling Gf Parliament, complaining particularly of 
what had not been done to stem the course of crime and outrage in Ireland, and 
of the proceedings had with the Bank (of England, contending that all that had 
been done, with one exception, was merely to repair the errors of former legis- 
lation, The one original measure proposed was not of a national or public cha- 
yacter, or hardly rising toa party one, being a City Bill, brought in by a City 
member, to enuble a Jew millionaire to sit in the House of Commons. What- 
ever was the dismay with which he viewed the real dangers of the country, it was 
increased by the contemplation of the character of the Government, and the 
manner in which the affairs of the country were administered by it. The Mar- 
quit of Lanspownk defended the course pursued towards Ireland, and with re- 
gard to the particular original measure to which the Noble Karl had alluded, it 
was necessary to the completion of the representation of the people which other- 
eens have remained imperfect.—The motion of adjournment was then 
agreed to.

been instituted.-In answer to Mr. Horsman also, the Right Hon. Baronet 
stated that Lord Ashley having retired from the Ecclesiastical Commission, the 
seat had been offered to Lord Sandon, and accepted by him..—Mr. Grogaii's pe- 
tition on the subject of the Dublin election was referred to the select committee

died. ln the districts of the government of Moscow 141 individuals 
fell ill, of whom 59 died. At Kieff, from the 9th to the 16:h of No- 
vember, there were 179 cases and 129 deaths. In the province of 
Kieff, up to the 18th of November, 93 persons died out of 139 at- 
tacked, With the cold season, and the extension of the malady 
towards the west, the disease has lost a great deal of its energy.

MISCELLANEOUS, 


ENGLI*H IN ‘France. — On the Ist of August last there were 
25,000 English residing at Paris and in the environs. At Boulogne 
there were 7000, and at Calais 4000; 25,000 resided in other parts of 
France. Their expenses are reckoned altogether at 5,000,000/. 

Six Joun Franxuin's Arctic Exrepirion.—The last whaler has 
arrived, and Sir John Franklin and his 125 followers are shut up in 
the arctic regions for a third winter. 'To save them from a fourth, 
when, in addition to the scurvy, that dreadful scourge to the seaman, 
they will have to contend with starvation in all its horrors, Dr. King 
has offered his services to Earl Grey to journey overland to the 
western land of North Somerset (in the neighbourhood of which spot 
lies all the difficulty which has baffled all our attempts in ships for 
three centuries and a-half) in search of this gallant party. Dr. King 
proposes to take the same route he took in search of Sir John Rossin 
1833—35. An attempt to search the western land of North Somer- 
set in ships would be attended with these difficulties :—1. Barrow's 
Strait was impassable in 1832 ; it may be impassable in 1848. 2. ‘The 
search in ships would be using the same means which have brought 
the lost expedition into their difficulty; the relief ‘party may, 
therefore, become a party in distress. 3, The land that ìs made will 
be of doubtful character ; the searching party at the end of the sum- 
mer, with the close of which every soul of the lost expedition will 
have perished, may find that they have been tracing an island many 
miles distant from the western land of North Somerset, or navigating 
a deep bay, as Kotzebu navigated the sound named after him, and as 
Franklin navigated the sea called Melville Sound. ‘The plan which 
Dr. King has proposed is to reach the Polar Sea across the conti- 
nent of America, and thus proceed on his search from land known 
to be continent, where every footstep will be so much good work 
done for the rescue of the 126 gallant men, and for the furtherance 
of geographical and natural historical knowledge. 

Dive ÏSRAELITE AND THE Pic, — The other night considerable 
amusement was afforded at Cooke's circus, by the circumstance of 
Mr. Reuben, jun., a gentleman of the Jewish persuasion, winning a 
fat porker that was drawn for by the audience as the prize of the 
evening. On the announcement the circus resounded with shouts of 
laughter, while the owner of the prize was placed in a dilemma more 
easily imagined than described. The pig was, however, ultimately 
removed from the ring, and placed under Mr. Reuben, sen.'s, roof 
for the night, Next morning the unclean animal was speedily 
sold for what it would fetch, and the price handed over to the 
Dover Dispensary.

Paul's, Deptford. Malignant Typhus, Esg., in the chair. The 
chairman, on presenting the prizes, expressed his admiration of the 
misconduct of the recipients, wko, he declared, had reached the acme 
of parochial uncleanliness, and were therefore entitled to the best 
thanks of himself and all other diseases, Messrs. Scarletina, Inter- 
mittent Fever, Consumption, Influenza, Small Pox, and a number 
of other epidemics and diseases, also warmly euiogised the recipients 
of the prizes, and bore strong testimony to their merits. The chair- 
man then, read a letter from Asiatic Cholera, Esq., in which that 
gentleman expressed his sorrow at not being able to be present at the 
meeting, having been delayed longer than he expected on his journey, 
but promising to pay his respects to the successful gentiemen imme- 
diately on his arrival. This announcement was received with loud 
cheers. A deputation of undertakers, who were in waiting, then 
presented an address to the fortunate parochial functionaries, thank- 
ing them for their exertions on behalf of their trade, and begging a 
continuance thereof, The proceedings then terminated.”

SHIPWRECK, WITH Loss or Larrm.;— Ihe Phoenix steamship has 
just arrived at Bristol, bringing a portion of the crew of the Lord 
Canterbury, which was wrecked under the following circumstances : 
—The Lord Canterbury was a very fine timber ship, and was bound 
for this port from Quevec, which she left with a full cargo, and a 
crew of twenty men and boys, having encountered a succession of 
tremendous gales, She on the 5th inst. became waterlogged and 
totally unmanageable, in which condition she floated until the 16th, 
when she was fallen in with by the John, of Bideford, from New 
Brunswick. ‘The captain and crew of the John, by theìr exertions, 
fortunately succeeded in taking the mate, James Marchant, and 
twelve others of' the crew, off the wreck, but owing to the increasing 
viol nce of the gale, and the night setting in very dark and hazy, they 
lost sight of her, and were obliged to leave the wreck with the cap. 
tain, Bruce, and eight of the crew, and no doubt they all perished 
shortly afterwards.

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ROBERT KEELEY. 


The fluctuations of theatrical life have so direct a tendency to 
carry some of the greatest stage favourites out of public view, that if 
the press did not occasionally offer some token of their continued 
vitality, it would be fancied they had withdrawn alike from the mortal 
and the artificial scene. Take Robert Keeley asan example. But 
eight months ago, and who so much before the public as this admi- 
rable comedian and his very clever wife? Almost unaided 
(for, in truth, Wigan and Frank Matthews were the only 
actors who occasionally occupied conspicuous positions) 
they sustained the Lyceum Theatre for three years, playing 
farce, drama, and burlesque every night with scarcely an 
exception. And now, excepting in an occasional comedy 
or a small farce at the Haymarket, they are rarely before 
the public. It has been said of Keeley that he is an actor 
without originality, for whom parts must be especially 
created; and as the multitude does not give itself the 
trouble to think, the dogma has been accepted and duly 
echoed, We take upon ourselves to dissent altogether 
from the proposition, To see Keeley in any single cha- 
racter that has at any time been played by other actors js to 
see a new and original version of the part — not perhaps 
always the ver.'on that people can reconcile to their pre- 
possessio»s, bu: one that bears upon it the stamp of genius 
and intelligence. Look at his “ David” in the “ Rivals,” 
or his “ Verge'” in “Much Ado about Nothing” (now 
playing ot the Haymarket); can any one point either 
directly, or by sppealing to his memory, to any represent- 
ation of which they are copies, or to which they bear even 
the faintest res:mblance? The latter, “ Verger,” is a cha- 
racter sc insig'nficant, if measured by the number of lines 
the actor has to deliver, that very few artists of Keeley's 
status would condescend to play it even though it owes its 
creation to Shakspeare; yet in Keeley's hands it rises to an 
importavce which even the personator of “ Dogberry” may 
envy. Asfor writing parts for Keeley, sure we are that there 
is not a dramatic author living, from Douglas Jerrold down 
to Charles Dance, who will not admit that after all his care 
he has found he had only rough-hewn the character — 
Robert Keeley had shaped and fashioned the coarse work 
into a syn:metrical and acceptable object. 

We shall not go over the old ground and tell how Keeley 
was once a printer, how old he is, how many feet he mea- 
sures, where he made his first bow, and how by dint of hard 
work and promptitude he fell into a line of characters 
which brought him into public notice. These things have 
been rehearsed in a thousand publications, with the usual 
embellishments and imperfections, Let it suffice that in 
Mr. Keeley the British stage boasts an actor of rare 
powers, a man of rich intellectual faculties, a kind-hearted 
man, and a gentleman, The usual vicissitudes of an actor’s 
life have not left him, as they do too many others, bare and 
beggarly ; he has earned a competence, and it must be the 
wish of all who have derived enjoyment from his talents, 
that he may long live to reap the fruits of his industry, and 
continue the delight of those friends in private life who can 
estimate his many good qualities,

Tonacco. — Tobacco plays a most important part in this country 
as to the habits of the people. It is essentially a narcotic; and, as 
such, it is detrimental to the power and healthiness of the nervous 
system; as such it stimulates at the expense of subsequent depres- 
sion and eventual loss of tone; as such it interferes with the func- 
tions of assimilation and expenditure; and, as such, is injurious to 
the health of the system. ‘Tobacco exerts more marked and ‘in- 


jurious effects when chewed, less of these when smoked, and is less 


deleterious when used in the form of snuff. This is only, however, a 
question of degree; and in the temperate climates the use of tobacco 
in any way can only be justifiable when from poverty of diet, and 
consequent vital depression, the effects of an habitually used narcotic 
may not be undesirable. 

Beauty or Jewrssrs.—It is related that Cha- 
teaubriand, on returning from his Eastern travels, 
was asked if he could assign a reason why the women 
of the Jewish race were so much handsomer than 
the men, when he gave the following one:—“ Jew. 
esses,” he said, “ have escaped the curse which 
alighted upon their fathers, husbands, and sons, 
Not a Jewess was to be seen among the crowd of 
priests and rabble who insulted the Son of God, 
scourged Him, crowned Him with thorns, and sub- 
jected Him to infamy and the agony of the cross.

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OVERLAND MAIL, 
INDIA AND CHINA. f. 

Inptas-»Despatches in anticipation of the Bombay mails of the 
15th of Nov, have arrived. The intelligence is not of exciting in- 
terest, the Moozuffer steamer, the news by which we had already re- 
ceived, having been despatched only three days before the mail 
started, for the purpose of conveying the Earl of Dalhousie from 
Suez to Calcutta. India was tranquil. From Lahore we learn that 
the Dussera festival had passed over in quiet. Sir F. Currie was 
named to succeed Colonel Lawrence on the departure of the latter 
from the Punjab, where he had performed the duties of British 
Plenipotentiary. The Sikh soldiers were behaving well under the 
guidance of the British, and had defeated a refractory tribe in the 
mountainous districts near Peshawur, who refused ,to pay their re- 
gular tribute. From Affghanistan we hear that Dhost Mahomed 
was eager to have heavy guns, and had enticed some of the gun- 
founders from Peshawur to gratify his wishes. With heavy guns 
the passes of the mountains would, it is said, be rendered impreg- 
nable. From Scinde, there is no news of interest. The governor of 
Bombay was expected there in December, and will, it is stated, tra- 
verse the whole of that country. ‘The only sickness complained of 
on the banks of the Indus is the small-pox. The Governor-General 
Lord Hardinge arrived at Meerut on the 1st of November, and pro- 
ceeded to Cawnpore on the 2d of that month. His lordship was to 
remain at Cawnpore some days, and to proceed thence to Lucknow, 
where the King of Oude was making preparations for his reception. 
A number of robbers had collected under a native rajah, and were 
about to plunder the Oude districts; but were routed by Capt. Mag- 
ness, with some of the native forces. The British Resident at Oude 
had waited on the King, and told him that his favourites should not 
be allowed to oppress the country, and to ruin the inhabitants, ‘The 
sixth article of the treaty between his government and the British 
authorised the latter to interfere, and they were prepared to do so, 
unless the King adopted other courses. The Nizam's country con- 
tinued in its usual disturbed state, ‘The prime minister had tendered 
his resignation in consequence of his inability to govern, while the 
sovereign was labouring to paralyse all the efforts made to arrange 
the finances. A strange act of cruelty is related of the Nizam's 
brother. Having detected his wife in some crime, he caused her to 
be enclosed in a room built up around her, and seven of her slave 
girls to be locked up in another apartment, having only eyelet holes 
through which he could witness their dying agonies, The relatives 
of the wife interfered, but in vain; they were obliged to obtain troops 
to attack the house, when she was realeased,;nearly dead, from the 
horrible dungeon. 

The Goomsor districts remained in their former unsettled state. 
The Rajah of Ungool had not yet made his aubmission, Large 
quantities of rain had fallen in the south and west of India, which 
had produced flushes in the rivers. ‘The late crops would derive con- 
siderable benefit from the rains. 5 

The intelligence of the numerous failures in Europe during the 
months of August, September, and October had produced much 
alarm in India. The “ Calcutta Star,” on the receipt of the mails to 
the 24th of September, asserted that 30 lacs (300,000/.) of bilis had 
been reiurned to that city, in consequence of the failure of Reid, 
Irving, and Co, 

The Scinde prize-money was expected to be paid as soon as orders 
came from the Supreme Government for the purpose. The Go- 
vernment had returned part of the prize property as belonging to the 
Ameers’ private estate, to the amount of three lacs; but that sum 
was paid to the prize fund by order of the Court of Directors, so that 
no diminution is to take place in the payments. 

CHINA. — Our advices from Hong Kong are to the 30th October. 
At Canton all remained quiet. SirJobn Davis had left Hong Kong 
in her Majesty's steamer Vulture, on the 6th inst., for Cochin China, 
on a special mission to that court, accompanied by her Majesty's ship 
Ringdove, and-only returned just before the departure of the mail. 
Sir John had not succeeded in obtaining an interview with the King 
of Cochin China, or admission to the capital, Hue (about eleven 
miles up the river); but nothing could exceed the civility and auen- 
tion, amounting almost to servility, shown to him by all the high 
authorities, ‘They were evidently under great alarm, the cruel treat- 
ment of the French in April last being fresh in their recollection. 
His excellency spent seventeen days in endeavouring to open nego- 
tiations, Lt must be observed, however, that it was the wet season 
on that coast, the country around was inundated, and during the 
whole of the time the rain continued excessive. On the 23d a 
typhoon was experienced, and Sir John and. Captain Macdougal 
were driven on shore in their boats, which afforded an opportunity to 
the mandarins for renewing their a:tentions and supplying them with 
every means of accommodation on shore, 
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THE COLONIES. 

Carr or Goon Horr, —Sandilla had given himself up, with eighty 
of his followers, and Colonel Somerset was in close pursuit of Pato. 
Late in the afternoon of the 18th of Oc ober three unarmed Kaflirs 
were seen approaching the Briush camp on the Amatola, beyond 

ing William’s ‘Town. Two of them were recognised as having 
been taken prisoners on the 3d, and some curiosity was felt as to their 
mission. It soon transpired that they were charged to intimate San- 
dilla’s desire to surrender. ‘The morning of the 19.h proved wet and 
stormy, but still the whole camp was in motion early, all upon the 
gui vive for the arrival of the defeated chief, At length Captain 
Bisset mounted his horse, accompanied by a single orderly, a private 
of his own corps, and, guided by the Kaflir messenger, sallied forth 
to meet Sandilla. After about an hour's anxious waiting, Captain 
Bisset was seen approaching, followed by a dusky train of Kaftirs, 
the foremost of whom was immediately recognised by his withered. 
leg, and which hung loosely on his horse's side, as the conquered 
chief, He was immediately presented to Colonel Buller, and after a 
brief-conversation an escort of Dragoons, which had been in readi- 
ness, were ordered to accompany Captain Bisset and Lieut. Oxenden 
with despatches from the general to Sir Henry Pottinger, her Ma- 
jesty’s high commissioner. The chief freely acknowledyes being; 
beaten, and says that he was nearly taken by a patrol of the rifles, 
which went out on the 12th instant, acting in conjunction with Col. 
Somerset. He admits that had not some of the rifles lost their way 
while skirmishing, he must have surrendered to them, or been shot in 
attempting to escape. The party bearing the despatch reached Gra- 
ham’s Town on the night of the 20th, having ridden in the interval a 
distance of not less than 120 miles through a country destitute of 
roads, and swimming several rapid streams,

‘The Englishman may range over a territory of 2,000 miles 
long, by 1,700 broad, without meeting the subject of any other sove- 
reign, or hearing any other language than his own. ‘he air is tem- 
perate, though so near the eguator ; and the soil, though often unfer- 
tile, is admirably adapted to the rearing of sheep and cattle. The 
adjoining islands offer the finest opportunities for the commercial 
enterprise of the Englishman; and its directness of navigation to 
India or China, across an ocean that scarcely knows a storm, give it 
the promise of being the great eastern depot of the world. Van 
Diemen's Land, about the size, with}more than the fertility, of Ire- 
land, is said to resemble Switzerland in picturesque beauty; and 
New Zealand, a territory of 1,500 milesin length, and of every aiver- 
sity of surface, is already receiving the laws and the population of 
England, 
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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


France. — The Paris journals of Monday have reached us. The 
semi-official journal of the Tuileries has put forth a programme of 
the proceedings of the Chamber of Deputies, which are immediately 
to precede and follow the ceremony of the royal session, appointed 
for the 28th. On the 27th the house will meet with closed doors to 
elect the provisional committee, who are to manage the ceremonies 
of the following day. The first siruggìe of the opposition against 
the government will take place on the 29th or 30th, on the election 
of the president and four vice-presidents, > At tbe last election M. 
Sauzet, the ministerial candidate, obtained 223 votes out of 339 de- 
puties present. ‘The four ministerial candidates for the vice-pre- 
sidency were likewise elected. On the present occasion M. Sauzet’s 
re-election will, jas we have already stated, be supported by the go- 
vernment, who, if the “Journal des Debats” speaks seriously, will 
resign if any other be elected. ‘The opposition candidates are not yet 
announced. The names of MM. Dupin and Dufaure- nave been 
mentioned, and the journals of the Thiers and Barrot. parties have 
signified the willingness of these sections of the chamber respec- 
tively to unite in supporting either of th su candidates, waiving all 
differences with the view ot defeating the present cabinet. The 
Progressist Conservatives have signitied, through the columns of 
“ La Presse,” their adhesion, and the Legitimists will join in any 
measure which will thwart the court and government, T !

state of mind of Charles R. Harrison, Esq., aged 49, an inmate of 


r. Philp's establishment, Kensington House. Mr. Alexander, as 
toiinsel for the commission, stated that Mr, Harrison was the son of 
a merchant, upon whose death he came into considerable property, 
iiid mdrried his cousin. He was brought up as a timber-merchanr, 
butinstead of following up that avocation he gave himself up to 
farming piirsults and field sports; he took two farms at Guildford, in 
Surrey, of 1000 acres, and kept up a sporting stud at Hockton, Hull, 
and got a notion into his head that all his properiy could be disposed 
of to the Hull Dock Company. {Ín the autumn of 1845 he became 
exceedingly wild, and was placed in Mcorcroft House Asylum, near 
Uxbridge. In May, 1846, he effected his escape from Moorcroft 
House, and visited Guildford, where Mr. Taylor, the surgeon, re- 
sided. He was again placed under the protection of his friends, and 
confined in Osborne-wick House, in Yorkshire. While there he 
contrived a most cunning plan for his escape; he forged a letter, and 
signed it with the name of Mr. Elice, the proprietor of Osborne- 
wick House, sanctioning his discharge, and by this means he again 
made his escape, but by the aid of the electric telegraph he was se- 
cured at Derby. He was taken back to Osborne-wick House, where 
he threatened the lives of the medical men. On the Sth of February 
he again made nis escape, and was discovered at Leeds, armed with 
a brace of loaded pistols, By stratagem he was prevented from 
doing any mischief, and he was removed to Dr. Philp's establish- 
ment, Kensington House, where he had become more composed, 
And after a lengthened inquiry, in the course of. which he displayed 
great shrewdness in some of his replies, he withdrew. The jury 
found Mr. Harrison insane from the 11th of January, 1846. 

Queen's Benen.—Bunn v. Linp.—This cause was called on at 
half-past two o'clock. Seven only of the special jurors summoned 
were in attendance. Sir F, Kelly for the plaintiff declined to pray 
a tales. The cause therefore stands over to the sittings after next term. 

MzgnnDLESEX SESSIONs,— Ihe adjourned December sessions com- 
menced on Tuesday at the Session House, Clerkenwell, with a list 
of 88 prisoners for trial: of that number 82 were indicted for felony. 
5l were described as being imperfectly instructed in reading and 
writing, 35 were ignorant of both, and 2 only were stated to be able 
to read and write well. Mr. Serjeant Adams called attention to the 
fact of his having received a petition purporting to be signed by 
twelve jurymen who tried a case a short time ago, and complaining 
that the sentence pronounced by the court in that case was unnceces- 
sarily severe, and praying that it might be reduced. The sentence 
was one of two months’ imprisonment for a first offence. It was not 
stated what the merits of the case were. He had caused inquiry to 
be made, and it was ascertained that four only of the petitioners were 
upon the jury that tried the case, while they petitioned as “the” jury. 
Parties should be mindful how they signed such documents.

' Mansion House, — Urrentna Base Corn. — Caroline Jones and 
Rachel Levy were charged with uttering base coin. ‘The shopman 
of Mr. Pursell, of Cornhill, pastrycook, stated that the prisoners 
bought half a dozen puffs, and asked for change of a 5l. note. Wit- 
ness served them “at gave the change into the hand of Jones, who 
had handed him the note, Levy, upon hearing that the puffs only 
cost a shilling, desired witness to give back the note to the lady, and 
she would give him the shilling. done then handed back the change, 
and he at once saw that there was one bad sovereign substituted for 
the genuine money he had supplied, Wm. Johnson, the son of the 
landlady of the George Inn, in Smithfield, said the prisoners went 
into his mother’s shop and called for two glasses of wine, and change 
for a 5l. note. One of the prisoners ,objected to one of the sove- 
reigns, and finally the 5l. note was returned to them, and they substi- 
tuted, in returning the change, a counterfeit sovereign for a good 
one. The prisoners were committed for trial, Bail refused. 

JosEPH Apy, AND SOMETHING TO HIS ADVANTAGEK,—Joseph Ady, 
the notorious false prophet of something to people’s advantage, ap- 
peared ngain to-day to answer a charge of refusing to pay postage on 
214 letters which had been returned to the Dead Letter Office, the 
postage of which amounted to 14, 15s. 8d. He made several objec- 
tions to the summons, but was ordered to pay the amount, Mr. 
Peacock, the Post Office solicitor, said, since the present summons 
had been issued, 1476 letters had passed through the government 
oflìce from him in the same manner; and he would be required 
to pay the postage upon them also, amounting to betweeen 19/, 
and 13/. 

MARYLEBONE, — T. Duck was charged with having attempted to 
murder Jane Duck, his wife, by putting opium into her tea. The 
particulars of what transpired have already appeared; and without 
additional evidence the prisoner was committed for trial. 

CLERKENWRELL, — ARSON AND ROBBERY.— (7. F. Middlebrook, aged 
16, was finally examined, charged by Mr, H, Hannaford, his master, 
engraver, of No, 44. Rahere Street, Goswell Road, St. Luke's, with 
having maliciously set fire to his dwelling-house, and also with hav- 
ing stolen 20/. in notes and gold, and without further evidence being 
gone into, he was committed for trial, 

Sournwark.—H, Evans was charged with stealing a number of 
silver spoons from various hotels. Mr. Weymark, the landlord of 
the Horse Shoe Tavern, Sione’s ind, Borough, stated that the pre- 
vious evening the prisoner entered the coffee room, and partook of 
some refreshment. Having some suspicion, witness watched him, 
and saw him secrete a tablespoon in the sleeve of his coat. An offi- 
cer was sent for, when the spoon was found on the prisoner. — Police 
constable, 207 M, said that when he took the prisoner into custody, 
he found in his pockets four silver tablespoons aud two saltspoons, 
the property of Mr, Balls, of the Queen's Arms Tavern, Newgate 
Street; one silver tablespoon from Garraway’s; another from the 
Cathedral Coffie-house. The above property was identified by the 
different owners, and the prisoner was remanded. 

Wesrminstrr,—J. Glynn and G. Lever were finally examined, 
charged with robbery,—At about two o'clock on the morning of the 
10th iust., C. Laxton, a sailor, accompanied by a friend, went into 
the tap room of a night house, called the Cock, in ‘Tothill Street, and 
had some liquor. — Laxton's friend, shortly afterwards, left the room, 
and Lever immediately came behind Laxton, threw him down, and 
pulled his purse, containing a sovereign and a half, out of his trousers 
pocket, ‘The sailor, in the course of a struggle with his assailant, 
got part of the purse out of his hand, when Glynn and a number of 
others threw him down again, and held him, while Lever went away 
with the purse. In the course of the inquiry it was stated that the 
sailor, immediately after the robbery, applied to the Jandlord of the 
house for a light to search for the prisoners in some back premises, 
but although informed of the robbery, he refused, and merely gave 
him some lucifer matches, and when the sailor’s friend went out and 
called the police after being attacked by some of the gang, the door 
was shut against him.— Evidence having been given to prove that 
both prisoners had been previously convicted of felony, Mr. Broderip 
requested one of the inspectors of the B division, to take care that 
the whole of the circumstances connected with the robbery were 
communicated to the licensing magistrates of the district in which 
the Cock is situated.

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THE MIRFIELD MURDER. 


Yonk. — On Monday there was a crowd waiting from an early 
hour to gain admission to the Castle. On opening the gate a 
tremendous rush ensued, and every accessible place in court was 
immediately filled. It is only necessary to remind our readers 
briefly, that on the 12th of May last an old gentleman of the name of 
Wraith, living at Water Royd Hall, near Mirfield, his wife, and 
servant, were murdered at mid-day; that Patrick Reid, an Irish 
hawker of earthenware, was tried for the murder of Mr. Wraith at 
the Summer assizes, and after two days’ inquiry acquitted.  M*Cabe, 
who was a hawker of pots, on that occasion gave most important 
evidence against Reid, but suspicion was so strong against him as at 
least a particeps criminis, that it was the general opinion of the pro- 
fession, that the prosecution was damaged by his being a witness for 
‘There was a general impression that justice had failed 
on the former trial, and it was decided that, in the hope of obtaining 
further evidence, the indictments for the murder of Mrs, Wraith and 
servant should not then be disposed of, but the trial of them be post- 
poned, At this assize, instead of proceeding on those indictments 
two fresh bills have been found, charging Patrick Reid as principal 
and Michael M‘Cabe as aiding and assisting in the murder of Caro- 
line Ellis, the servant, and Mrs. Wraith. he evidence against the 
prisoners was briefly as follows: — They were seen together at five 
o'clock in the morning talking in the road, and several times again 
during the forenoon, and both were seen going towards and near to 
Mr. Wraith's house about the time when the murder must have been 
committed. Since the last trial a girl had been found out who would 
say that on that day she was taking her father's dinner, at a guarter 
before one o'clock. A thunder storm came on, which frightened 
her, when she was going up a field near Mr. W.'s, and she got over a 
wall and crouched under it till the storm had ceased. She then got 
on the wall and saw two men, each carrying a basket, ‘That day, as 
usual, each of the prisoners had a basket containing his wares, 'Tn 
a little while, looking again, she still saw the two men looking towards 
Mr. Wraith's, She went about thirty yards further, and then she 
saw the two men go into Mr. Wraith's back premises, On her re- 
turn she came by Mr, Wraith's (who used to notice her a good 
deal), and then she saw the prisoners only two or three yards apart in 
an out field close behind Mr. Wraith's garden, at the back of tbe 
house where there was no footpath. She remembers playing about 
for some time, and she saw Mr, Wraith’s nephew come as above 
stated, Her mother, alarmed at her long absence, knowing she was 
frightened at thunder and lightning, went to seek her, and the 
murder being then noised about, she went ahd found her near Mr 
Wraith's, and she made a statement to her of what she had seen. 
M‘Cabe was at Mr. Fiint's, a glass-dealer, at Robert ‘own, at half- 
pasttwo o'clock, and some time before Mr. Flint came; though he 
was hoìding a free conversation with females, he said not a word 
about the murder, yet when Mr. Flint came in and mentioned it, he 
jumped up, exclaiming, “ why there is nothing so sure, and he was 
there. He went up the footpath to Mr. Wraith's, rapped at the 
door, no answer, rapped louder, still no answer, rapped a third time 
and rattled his pols, and then he heard a footstep upstairs come 
down, and that then a person opened the door, three or four inches 
and kept it so three or four minutes. He was a young good-looking 
man, about 25 years old, He asked that man if they wanted an 
pots, and he answered ‘no, sir.' He'(M‘Cabe) saw ‘lots of blood 
on the kitchen floor, and he heard very heavy groans. He supposed 
the blood was from killing fowls, and that the groans were from 
Mrs. Wraith, who was unwell, and that theman he saw was waiting 
on her.” Now, when the door was opened three or four inches, no 
blood but a few, spots could be seen, and therefore he could not 
as he stated, have seen lots of blood, and it was therefore concluded 
he knew of it by other means, as there was, in fact, a large quantity 
of blood on the kitchen floor, M*Cabe then went to a place, in 
going to which he would pass his own, house, and it was concluded 
he went in. He was soon after taken into custody, when he thumped 
his hand on the table, and thrice said, “ I see where I have missed it, 
‘The man ìs gone, and l am bere. If I had given information the 
strange man would have beeu taken.” On being siripped, his stock. 
ings were found wet to the ankles, as if they had been washed, His 
shoes were in a very bad state, and it was supposed that he had 
stepped into the blood, so, through his bad shoes, soiled his stockings. 
and rendered necessary the washing. On the murdered girl was 
found only one garter, and on searching a box at M‘Cabe's, another, 
which the mistress of the School for the Blind, at York, had no 
doubt was the fellow garter, for it was knitted by the same person 
and was in the same state of wear. The curtains of the dinin +. 
parlour were pinned together by a brass shirt pin, and Reid sold 
such pins, À 

On Tuesday morning the examination of witnesses in further 
proof of the opening statement was resumed, It js sufficient to sa 
that their testimony closely corroborated the previous evidence. The 
littte girl who saw M‘Cabe and Reid near the house of Mr. Wraith 
at the time of the murder was severely cross-examined, but her testi- 
mony was not shaken Mr, Noble, the governor of the castle 
proved a conversation with Reid, in which, Speaking of himself and 
M‘Cabe, he said, * ‘here were only us two in it.” At the conclusion 
of Mr. Seymour's address for the defence, at a quarter Past ten, his 
lordship intimated to the jury that as the hour was so ]ate, he would 
therefore adjourn the court. On Weduesday the trial was resumed 
when Mr. Justice Patteson proceeded to sum up the evidence wiit 
great minuteness, occupying upwards of three hours, 'The jury os 
tired at half-past eleven o'clock, and returned at one with a verds " 
of “Guilty” against both the prisoners.

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THDATRES, 
Ocystrtc. =~ Amongst the dramatic novelties which the next week 
is to produce, we hail the reopening the Olympic as an event which 
will, in all likelihood, produce a happy effect upon the fortunes of 
that house, and serve the cause of the drama in a neighbourhood 
whence everything pure and legitimate appears to be discarded. We 
see that an excellent company of tried performers has been engaged, 
and we have little doubt that they will be employed to represent the 
finest works in our language. We say we have ‘little doubt, be- 
cause much reliance may be placed upon the excellent taste of the 
gentleman who is understood to have engaged the theatre and his 
managers. Preparatory, however, to witnessing what the raising o 
the curtain may disclose, the audience will have much food for ad- 
miration in the new decorations. But that it retains the fair, though 
some «hat limited, proportions assigned to it by the original architect, 
few would recognise in this now really beautiful litle theatre the 
characterless and patchwork scene of so much managerial discom- 
fiture. No mimic change, from the caves of despair to the regions 
of impossible sunshine, effected on its own stage by the wave of an . 
harlequin’s wand, ever wrought a more complete transformation than 
has been here completed under the eye of M. Darmity, and the skilful 
fingers of his functionaries. Every superficial inch in the theatre 
has been altered and redecorated. “Even the mythological tableaux 
in front of the boxes, originally designed, we believe, by M. Barto- 
lozzi, have been displaced, and given way to groups in classic alabas- 
ter, surrounded by gilded frames, moulded in the fashion of the 
watteau-leaf. The prevailing colour of the “young” Olympic is 8 
pale blue, amply relieved by gold; and it is evident that much care 
has been taken to avoid everything of heavy and massive character 
and gapu Ten very beautiful three-light chandeliers, made ex- 
pressly for the theatre by Messrs. Greene and Niver, of Regent 
Street, surround the upper portion of the boxes, and throw increased 
brilliancy upon the dowed ceiling, whereon, in place of the old chan- 
delier, is suspended a mimic sun, i.e. an enormous dish, nearly three 
feet in diameter, formed of glass drops or strings of prisms meeting 
at a depth of eighteen inches below the ceiling. This huge lustre 1$ 
illuminated witnin by concentric burners, still further aided in their 
effect by a powerful reflector, and the whole is surrounded by rays 
splendidly gilt, and extending on all sides some four or five feet.

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LITERATURE. 
Town and Country. By Mrs. Trollope. 3 vols, H. Colburn. 


Mrs. Trollope is one of the few novelists who comprehend the 
value of rough narrative and a matter-of-fact air. While other 
writers grope to their purpose through a maze of fine writing, which 
bewilders their readers and renders the true object of the author a 
matter of vague conjecture, Mrs. Trollope dashes through her story, 
rarely diverging to the right or left for the sake of indulging in. dis- 
quisition. Whatever space she may occupy in the bold portraiture 
of individual character, she never loses sight of the moral or social 
intention of the tale. The interest is thus rigidly sustained, the 
mind's eye being only engaged in scanning each new personage for 
as long a period as the physical organ would take to inspect the ex- 
terior of the respective representatives of the parts in a stage play. 
We do not think Mrs, Trollope's objects are always of the highest 
character, or her style remarkable for feminine delicacy and polish ; 
but she is shrewd, original and observant, caustic and graphic, occa- 
sionally coarse but rarely maudlin, and most unceremonious ìn 
handling all classes of characters, the wickedness and absurdity of 
which lie upon the surface. i 

All the distinguishing features of Mrs, Trollope’s skill are brought 
out in the present work, ‘The purpose is rather old-fashioned, but 
broadly and intelligibly traced. ‘I'he authoress engages to show the 
folly of marriages in which hoary December unites itself with blos- 
soming May, and youth sacrifices the homely affections for the sake 
of dazzling establishment; and the material with which she works 
out this end is of a natural and every-day character. A curate’s 
daughter is taken with the graceful manners and winning conver- 
sation of a wealthy sexagenarian, aud marries him. He soon gets 
tired of his young wife, and suspecting her (unjustly) of an entente 
cordiale with an earlier and younger admirer, is about io cancel all the 
settlements he had made on her. But death, accelerated by his own 
mortification on being excluded from the will of a rich cousin, in- 
terposes between his foul intentions and their execution, and the 
young wife becomes a young widow — of course marrying her first 
suitor, The reverse of the picture exhibits the happy results of a 
joye match in the country. The elder siscer of the ambitious lady 
espouses a young farmer, and enjoys uninterrupted bliss. There are 
some clever portraits interspersed through the work, and occasionally 
dashes of that broad humour with which we have had occasion to be 
diverted in Mrs, 'Trollope's previous works.
